including physical barriers,* political boundaries, and servjces; out- 
reach by means of extending services and supporting Regional Educa- 
tional Media Centers; public relations; networking; technology.. 

The Action session voted on the 68 resolutions resulting from the- 
discussion tot)ics.

That overati announcement of 
purpose committed conference 
planners to total state tovolvement 
awd Fo careful committee selection 
that would allow representation from 
the \iarious types of libraries and of 
lay persons^ so that there would be a 
wide range of ideas and points of 
view. • * 

, To identify library and information 
needs of citizens i/i Michigan was the 
first objective listen* under* this goal, 
and to meet it. thp state wa^ divldM, 
into 2T areas for 21 area meetings. 
From these meetings, it w^%s hoped, 
would evolve the base^to plan the 
state prtJ^ram. sinfce citizens and 
librarians could convene and voice 
lopal and regional concerns - 
comfortably, without pressure. The 
rneetings could generate discl^on, 
and s6rve to inform citizens of 
opportunities and services currently . 
available from libraries locally, state 
and nationwide. These would allow 
local networks of citizen committees 
to be established and serve as* 
^ossibl^ springboards to further 
meetings within areas to create 
action programs. ^ 



A concern to alt was thqt citizen ratio 
to librarians be on a 2M basisfet the 
state conference as directed aod, if 
possible at the area meetings. At 
both the state and area meetings, 
"dejacgonized" dialog would be 
encouraged. 

Guidelines for selection of delegates 
were to be drawn up. so that the 
broad spectrum of Michigan citizens 
would be ensured at the state and 
national conference and, even more * 
basic, to create a mechanism for area*" 
conferences tt) select delegates as 4 
democratically as possible.

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Major focus for delegates at the state 
conference would be the issues that 
were suggested at the 21 meetings, 
and it was Important to ha^e 
background materials for the 
delegates, and alternates to study • 
with their area chairpeople and to 
discuss with knowledgeable group 
tead9r$ at the conference. Choosing . 
experts In group dynamics ar>d 
training them regarding the issues 
would be imperative so that group 
discussions could generate relevant ^ 
resolutions that could be pulled 
together to form the platform which 
Michigan would take to the National 
conference. 

Alt the information forwarded to 
delegates and alternates, the 
displays, demonstrations and 
speakers would reflect the ideas of 
service, patterns of services by 
Mbrahes. suggested needs, and 
r&latiohshtps between libraries and 
would be related ^to thq issues 
developed from the area meetings. 

Above, afi, the conference had to be 
responsive to the special needs of ^ 
groups not yet (uHy served by libaries 
1n Michigan. ^ 

Desires for particular outcome of tha 
state conference cart be seen in the 
two quotations that .follow. The first 
is from Dr. Jean Lowrie in the same 
article quoted previously 

*Mn a time of restripted budgets and a 
Slow economy, the rights of the 
people to free library service is ofi 
paramount concern ^o everyone at 
local, state and national levels. 



Unfortunately, this right does not • 
always attain the priority level it 
should. As a result, all persons suffer • 
-regardless of age, sex, ethnic, ^ 
economic or social background. The 
time has come for an upsuftje of 
support of one of the basic freedoms^ 
of our democracy -the freedom to ask * 
questions and to be guaranteed the> 
opportunity to search for the answer 
without restrictions in any form. It Is 
to this end that the Michigan pre- 
White House Conference. .' .is 
designed." 

The second quotation by Or, John 
Porter, Superintendent of Public 
Instruction for R/Jichigan, is taken 
from a speech to the 300 persons 
attending the Lansing area 
conference.

The politiking initiated at the pfth - 
conference gained momentum, and 
the candidates were introduced 
informally at tf\e first lifncheon 
session. Electioneering materials 
were distributed as well as. posted. 

Procedures 

The election committee, headed by a 
State Library consultant, arranged to 
deliver envelopes of ballots to each of 
the 25 group leaders, who signed for 
the envelope and distributed the 
ballots to each delegate. 

At this point observers and alternates 
were asked to leave so that the 
delegates could vote privately: In 
cases of spoiled ballots, delegates 
could have replacements by^ ^ » 
surrendering the spoiled ballots. 

Collection 

Ballots were collected an(^ tallied by 
ithe Elections Committee, and the. 
fresults vfere jJelivered to the 
Conference Chairperson fo be 
announced at the close of the final 
meeting. 



An Election Problem 

In the p^e-conferenoe period, 
delegates were given. the opportunity 
of nominating them§e|ves as. 
candidates for the national 
conference, and their names and 
optional statements were forwdrded 
to all delegates and alternates. 

There was time allotted at the 
conference on Tuesday morning for 
others to nominate themselves. In the 
flurry of Combining names of tlje old 
and new candidates' two indiviauals 
were inadvertently left off the ballot. 

This was remedied by announcing a? 
the first jtem of business at the 
Action Session that a new election 
for Groups IV and V would be held at 
12 noon. This announcement was 
repeated during the session, and at 
12 noon delegates participated in a 
new election for these two areas, ^

Votes on resolutions or amendments . 
that could not be determined by the * 
chairperson, -were handled by the 
election committee chairperson and 
librarians from a five county area not 
already involved in other committeesf 
They counteAthe votes, tallied' and 
gave the vote to the chairperson, 

67 resolutions plus 1 extra vflfere acted 
upon during this afternoon session. 
(The resolutions committee hpd 
condensed the 250 resolutions to that 
number). At a suggestion by a 
delegate, as the time loomed closer 
' to afdjournment, that voting on the ten 
remaining resolutions be done by 
mail, ^reaction by delegates was a 
Fesoundmg ;'no*\ They requested that 
adjournment be posted later than the 
assigr^ed hour,

WHEREAS, Gifted children have been 
left to their own devices and as a 
result f^ave become a neglected 
minority whose tremendous potential 
is being wasted, 

NOW THEREFORE, be it resolved, 
that federal and state funding be . 
made avaif&ible for the*building of 
collections of materials and services 
to be used by gifted individuals, their 
parents, and teachers. 

WHEREAS, Interaction with real 
materials and access to stimulating 
» toy^ games, and hands-on 
experiences is as basic to learning as 
access to traditional books and 
audio-visual materials for all children 
and many adults, 

NOW THEREFORE, be it resolved, 
that federal, state, and local funding 
be made available for the 
establishment and mairftenance of 
realia collections in public libraries. 



It is difficult to conjecture why these 
were defeated. Perhaps librarians and 
lay persons are not Convinced that 
libraries should take responsibility for 
these specific are^s. 

At the same time, other resolutions 
related to the above Issues were 
voted on affirmatively: 



WHEREAS, The dissemination of 
information is of cruciaNmportance 
in a democracy, and some groups of 
citizens have needs which are not 
being adequately met. 

NOW THEREFORE, be it resolved, 
that put)lic libraries identify such 
groups and implement outreach 
programs utilizing all library materials 
and services. 

WHEREAS. Parents need and ^request 
assistance in providing good pre- 
reading experiences for their very 
young children, 

NOW THEREFOR^; be. it resolved, 
that public librarians, specially 
trained in early childhood education, 
provide enrichment programs for pre- 
schoolers and guidance in. early 
childhood education for their parents, 

WhIEREAS. The* library has many 
special constituencies which it 
should serve; women, impoverished, 
.handicapped, homosexjuals, bilingual 
persons, ethnic groups and other 
similar special interest groups, 

NOW THEREFORE, be it resolved, 
that library collections include 
information by dnd for' these Interest 
groups which accurately represent * 
them, and reflect their range of values 
or reading levels. Controversial topics 
should be included. 

WHEREAS, An tnforjned citizenry is 
the basis of our demgcratic society 
and the cost of services may become 
a roadblock to acdess of information, 

I^OW THEREFORE, be it resolved, 
that library service 'and materials 
should be guaranteed for aU citizens. 



It is possible that some 
misunderstood the defeated 
resolutions, or that there were too 
few delegates with this frame of 
reference.
